mit a considerable part of it, just 
how much as applied to the Nprth 
Platte valley is not yet made' known 
here, and that instead of requiring 
every land owner to .pay the same 
that the price be rated according to 
the actual, value of the land. This 
is^waat the rwatemsers association 
has be§n fighting for.. 


When A. N. Mathers was in Lin- 


coln recently he said that the land 
o.wners 
were entitled to 
receive 


these concessions. He said.that the 
engineers had made a number of 
mistakes, and the government was 
charging the cost up to the

Choosing the "Right" Hat 


Is your face short and full? You 


can make it seem longer. Have you 
a large nose in a thin face? You can 
correct its proportions. Have you a 
shary and prominent profile? You 
can soften it by a happy choice in 
headgear. 


Suppose that you have a "snub" 


nose. 
You should, above all. avoid 


accentuating it by a turned-up round 
crown, by a brimless hat or by a hat 
that turns up sharply in front. And 
you can. on the other 
hand, make 


your "snub" nose look straighter by 
a medium or large sized brim. 


If your face is thin, choose a small 


hat with a narrow or upturned brim, 
provided, that your nose is not too 
sharp and large. If it is, try a large 
crown, or even a shape that is most- 
ly crown. 


If your face is full and round, you 


want 
its 
fullness reduced. You 


should, therefore, resolutely pass by 
the small hat with no brim, or with 
a turn-up brim. You can wear a med- 
ium or large brimmed hat well, but 
let its brim be either straight or only 
slightly curved.

need a secretary only for mornings. 
Her husband probably must be at his 
office by nine, and the children must 
be at school at the same hour. She

night before, or get up a little earlier 
and do it in the morning. This will 
eave nothing to do but heat it or do 
some quick cooking on her return 
Tom work. Any necessary ordering 
'or the afternoon 
meal can quite 


easily be done before she leaves for 
the office, or she can buy what she 
wants that afternoon:

A mother situated in the same way 


and qualified as an accompanist can 
always find employment in a studio. 


For those who have no talent, or 


are not qualified to be secretaries, 
there is quite a demand for seam- 
stresses and maids for half days. In 
act, if one did not wish to go out 
every day, she could very easily find 
Jmployment in this manner two or 
hree times a week. It is also possi- 
)le to do dressmaking at home, If she 
s not able to leave for any reason. 


For the woman who is forced to 


ake more than just part-time work, 
there is a -way for her to be care- 
free and happy about her child. Day 
nurseries are splendid inustitutions 
and if you have not enough of them 
in your city, I should advise you to 
help found some more". A mother can 
leave her baby in the morning on her 
way to work—confident it will be 
well taken care of—and call for it on 
her way home in the evening. It does 
not seem to me that she need feel in 
any way that .she is 
slighting 
or i 


of us can find something to do.. 


Undoubtedly the woman who has 


had the good fortune to receive some 
training in her youth will find the 
question much easier to solve, and 
in this day of high prices there are 
many families which I feel quite sure 
would be happier and more peaceful 
if the wife were

money.

There are husbands who still cling 


to the old idea that it would be a 
disgrace for their wives to go out and 
earn money. It seems to me that this 
is very short-sighted, both for their 
wives' as well as their children's 
sakes, and is really merely a matter 
of false pride on the man's part Is 
it not better for his wife and children 
to have more money to live on and 
to take care of their future even tho 
it is partly earned by the wife than 
for her to scheme and worry in order 
that he shall have the satisfaction of 
saying "I am supporting them?" 


"We have surely gone beyond that 


in this day of action on the part of 
women, and who is there that can 
honestly say there is anything to be 
ashamed of in a. young man's not be- 
ing (able to earn sufficient money to 
keep his wife and two or three chil- 
dren comfortably, with rents, food 
and clothes what they are. The wife 
and husband are supposed to be help- 
mates. He does not feel ashamed of 
her cooking, washing and caring for 
the children, which is in itself an 
earning power. Why then should he 
feel ashamed at her using outside of 
the home other earning power she 
may possess? 


It" she has a young baby to take 


care of, which prevents her leaving 
her home at all during the day, she 
can sew or embroider, make -gar- 
ments or accessories which are sale- 
able. Undoubtedly she will need a 
little initiative and patience to get 
started irr such a business but these 
qualities are needed in anything she 
may undertake.

SHARP NOTE 


TO FRANCE 


RUSSIANS OBJECT TO 


FERENCE IN SPIES' TRIAL. 


Make Reply to Premier Poincare 


Who 
Asked 
Clemency 
for 


Alleged Spies on Humani- 


tarian Grounds. 


MOSCOW, April 12.-—Russia today 


sent a sharpe note to France, "re- 
jecting indignantly" the latter's in- 
terference in the trial of anti-soviet 
spies at Kieff. 


The Russian note was in reply to 


one from Premier Poincare in which 
the French premier urged clemency 
for the alleged spies on humani- 
tarian grounds. 


Georges Tchitcherin, soviet foreign 


minister did not mince words in his 
reply. He declared France had com- 
mitted a hostile act. 


"The soviet government rejects 


indignantly 
the 
attempt of 
the 


French government to interfere in 
the trial," he wrote. "This is con- 
trary to the most elementary 
re- 


spect for the sovereignty of other 
countries. 


"The French government, more- 


over is well aware of the 
criminal 


work of the Kieff accused. 


"Because these Kieff spies 
were 


in contact with the French intelli- 
gence service, now France attempts 
to protect her own spies under a 
mask of humanity. 


"This is a hostile act. It comes 


in addition to other hostile acts, 
for 
example the 
sanctioning b y 


France of the annexation of Bessa- 
rabia by Rumania and prevention of 
Chino-Russian understanding. 


"The soviet government is sur- 


prised /that the French government 
disregards the feeling its deeds are 
creating among the Russian masses 
who have not forgotten their suffer- 
ings and the 
damage caused 
by 


French interventions. 


"Now they see that the French 


government, contrary to other west- 
ern powers, continues 
its 
hostile 


policy against the soviet union.

"The 
soviet 
government disre- 


gards attempts to interfere in the 
competency of Russian courts, but 
watches French acts closely. 


"The soviet government repeated- 


ly has declared its willingness to

For b» knows that though the soil through natural processes supplies a' 


considerable fraction of the .-' iount of food materials necessary to give him a 
lu»n garden, he also knows ttiat a garden that takes on a famine look is no ] 
garden—merely a disappointing "patch." So Instead-of buying skim-milk | 
powder, beef scrap and dog biscuit he sets himself to laying in a supply of i 
'/fertilisers"—fltnt foods.

Prior to thia he studies the soil, the crop needs, the possibilities of the 


•everal fertilizers supplementing the soil resources to give, where It is de- 


! sired, tender, crisp quality, high color of flower or fruit, earliness or late- I 


nesa, long stalk or sturdy—in a word, special quality of root stem, foliage., 
frnlt and seed. 


Nitrogen avallabfe In large amounts to plants usually means rapid sappy 


• growth with a tendency to lodge: crli'p,' deep green, abundant foliage; slow, 
late flowering and ripening. These tendencies, due to abundance of nitrogen, 
are favorable when nitrogen IB supplied skilfully. However, there Is danger 
In this program If plant diseases are not controlled. There is real danger of 
supplying too much nitrogen. 


Phosphorus In abundance and available tends to promote aa rapid and 


extensive a root spread of plants as nitrogen does of the above-ground parts. 
It tends to bring plants Into early maturity. It probably has considerable to 
do with Improving the composition of vegetables in their food role of "bone 
builders" for the gardener and family. 


Potassium Is necessary In the plant's diet to effect starch formation, and 


tnio for other carbohydrates. If we take corn at the table-torn stage, carbo- 
hydrates represent three-fourths of Its dry weight. Any element that is 
necessary to the effective combining In the plant's miracle laboratory of car- 
bon dioxide from the air and water from the soil into three-fourths of the 
food in one of our chief garden crops is entitled to consideration. 


Beside* this, potaasium is looked to as «trengthening stems, favoring the 


development of legumes and increasing the resistance of every kind of plant 
to attacks of diseases.** 


The foregoing three elements are not merely essential, as are seven 


others, but are frequently critical ones. Others that may become critical. 
i. «., markedly deficient are calcium and sulphur, rarely iron or magnesium. 


To supply the soil with the critical elements th<f stand-by fertilizer for 


gardeners is well-rotted manure. As a balanced ration for lettuce it carries 
fair amounts of nitrogen and potassium, but about one-fifth enough phos- 
phorus. To supply enough phosphorus then we shall have to provide flve 
times the requisite amount of the very expensive element nitrogen. 
How- 


ever, manure supplies organic matter even if it may bring into the soil weeds, 
insect pesta and plant diseases. 


This brings us sharply to consider commercial fertilizers. If not as the 


source of all the plant foods we supply, then as orr resource for balancing or 
supplementing animal manures. However, It is well to recall that garden 
plants make no discrimination as to source of food elements showing utter 
indifference to the source of nitrogen, whether derive! from manure, dried 
blood or nitrate of soda—provided in each case it is, let us add, in nitrate 
form. So if we can supply "humui" from green manure crops we may 
safely depend upon commercial fertilizers to supply us with weed-free, dis- 
ease-free. Insect-free plant foods. 


There is no single fertilizer that supplies approximately a balanced ratios 


of plant foods for every garden crop. If we take a complete (in that it sup- 
plies some of each of the three critical plant foods) commercial fertilizer, 
5-8-10 (meaning 6 per cent ammonia, S per cent, phosphoric acid and 10 
per cent potash), as a good balanced ration for lettuce and a,pply it at the 
rate of one ounce on a row 20 feet long and 16 inches wide we shall have ap- 
plied it at about the usual rate of 1,000 pounds per acre. 


This would be the main meal fo be broadcast, raked In, immediately 


before planting. Then for 'lunch," to insure brittle, fleshy leaves, apply, 
every two weeks until harvest one-tenth of an ounce of nitrate of soda as a 
side dressing. 


The gardener who will study this phase of gardening will have rich re- 


ward. Balancing rations for the ten or the ten times ten plant families rep- 
resented in the garden, borders and lawn will prove valuable only after 
physical conditions of the soil have been made right. Fertilizers never ao 
carefully and abundantly supplied can make up to garden plants for poor 
soil air, Inadequate soil water supply, low soil temperature, poor structure 
Poor soil condition means relatively low fertilizer efficiency.

money in banks in this country after 
the war. 


The prisoner said he killed a Ger- 


man spy in Italy and seized papers

W*hen he returned to this country 


he said the papers were sought by 
many persons who finally obtained 
them from him under threats of ar- 
rest. Swartz then said he became a 
messenger collecting the spy money 
for American officials.

Swartz told of now operating a 


swindling and check forging scehme 
for two bankers in Ohio.

Winter wheat maintained its 


condition 
Brood sows decreased lli 


per cent. Farm wages average ?40 
Farm work was retarded, and labor 
supply above demand until rccenflj 
This is the summary of the April 
crop report released Saturday by the 
division of crop and livestock esti- 
mates. 


The condition or winter wheat is 


91 per cent, the same as in Decem- 
ber. 
It was 64 per cent a year ago. 


The season was highly favorable 
with plenty ol soil moisture which 
reduced winter injury to the mini- 
mum. Last year, the soil was ex- 
tremely dry, and not only was the 
condition low, but the abandonment 
heavy. 


The condition oC rye is 93 per cent 


against 95 per cent in December and 
14 per cent a year ago. Heavy snows 
last month were very favorable. 


Spring brood sows on farms were" 


reduced 12 per cent. This follows a 
13.5 per cent reduction in sows tar- 
row-ing last autumn. Brood sows 
number 850,000 head as compared to 
966,000 head a year ago. 


Farm wages average 
540 with 


board. The labor supply was 95 per 
cent and the demand 93 per cent, in- 
dicating that the supply was 2 per 
cent above the demand, April 1. 
However, since then the demand be- 
came greater. The weather was not 
favorable for farm field work previ- 
ous to April, and in general 
the 


spring farm work has not progressed 
to the usual stage for this date. 


The condition of winter wheat in 


the, United States is 83 per cent, 
against 88 per cent December 1, and 
75.2 per cent a year ago and the te'n- 
year average of 82.5 per cent. 
The 


present condition forecasts a crop of 
549,415,000 bushels on the assump- 
tion of the average abandonment. 
Last year's 
crop was 572,340,000 


bushels. 
The condition of rye is 


83.5 per cent as compared to 81.8 
per cent a year ago, and the fore- 
cast, 59,135,000 bushels against 63,- 
023,000 bushels last year. 


Brood sows for the Untied States 


were reduced 10.8 per cent 
There 


,was a redaction of 8.7 per cent in 
sows farrowing last autumn. Parm 
wages with board average $33.11. 
Farm labor supply is 8 per cent be- 
low the demand.

HOME-MAKINp HELPS 


Here Are New Ways 


to Treat Materials . 
for Fine Curtains

URTAINS are always of in- 
terest and any new wrinkle 
is bound to receive considera- 


tion in schemes of decoration. 
Quite new and unusual are ,ihe 
heavy net glass curtains, that are 
hung the full length of the window 
under the shade, embroidered with 
wools. The work is done in conven 
tionalized flowers in colors to match 
the decorations of the room, or the 
outer hangings. 
For instance, glass curtains em- 


broidered in yellow daffodils show 
through the outer curtains of ruf- 
fled net that hang tinder jellow sun- 
fast draperies, natural pongee, mer- 
cerized cotton rep, or any of the 
other draper^ materials. The color- 
ful 
embroidery peeping through 
lends an added decorative \alue to 
the color scheme. 
Another odd fancy is the use of 
the- plain wooden pole that is neatly 
covered with, a piece of the outer 
hanging. This bands the top of the 
casement with the 'color instead of 
leaving the appearance of a wide 
separation between the side hang- 
ings. The brass rings are slipped 
over the pole, or wooden rings are 
painted with enamel to match, 
which is rather smarter than the 
brass. 


Ruffled curtains are the fad of 
the moment. They are especially 
lovely in the^thinner materials.' As 
many as ten or twelve narrow ruf- 
fles two inches wide are run across 
the width above the nem, the space 
of a tiny hem apart, and the same 
are repeated across the top. They 
are very effective in thin chintz, 
•Ilk, muslin and fine net. Another 
new note is to have a band of 
colored satin ribbon run through 
the hems of net glass curtains where 
embroidery does not appear. This is 
varied by the use of a gold or silver 
ribbon. The ribbons slip out and in 
easily when the curtains need to be 
laundered. 
One very effective window in a 
black and white room had black 
Georgette glass curtains with-silver 
ribbon run through the hems. The 
same material was used for the 
outer curtains, the silver ribbon be- 
ing1 run through the side hems that 
were edged with, narrow silver 
fringe. The outer draperies were 
of black taffeta embroidered with 
silver-thread motifs. 
The effect was striking and as 


the room was sunny the black did 
not appear somber. The rug was 
dove gray, the furniture black 
wicker with grav and silver uphols- 
tery wilh a bit of black in it. the 
day-bed held enough wistaria, yel- 
low. cage green and purple cushions 
to light the dullness if it were pres- 
ent.Draperies of the straight East- 
take cut are popular in linens em- 
broidered «i white or self colors. It 
costs but little lo do them at bom? 
and as the work is coarse, tk>no 
with the b^aw floss, jt socs <jui<-k~y 
and is very clfecUv* when fiaished.

What Nosebleed May 


Mean in Certain Cases

IE of the most annoying and inconvenient of 
small ailments is a sudden attack of bleeding 
frpm the nose. 


You may be in the middle of an interesting con- 


versation, or you may be hurrying to finish some 
important business, when—without the least learn- 
ing—a red stream begins to trickle from your nose, 
and ail else must be put aside while the emergency 
claims your entire attention. 


Some persons are particularly susceptible to 


nosebleed. 
Indeed, in some families there seems 


to be a hereditary tendency to recurrent attacks. It may come on 
at any time of the day or night, without any apparent reason. They 
may awaken from sleep with bloof-f- 


dition. Will it do any haini i" I 
take cod liver oil regulaily for a. 
long period' 


A.—Cod liver oil will wot liaini jou 


pouring from the nose. 


It is, however, never a serious 


condition. 
•'.Spistaxjp'' is the name doctors 
give to bleeding from the nose, no 
matter whether it is due to an in- 
jury, such as a blow on the nose, 
or whether it is a sj niptom of some 
illness or other unhealthy condition. 
Nasal catarrh is one of the com 


monest causes of nosebleed. Grow- 
ing and anemic children aie especi- 
ally susceptible to the tymptom. 
Kpjstaxis is sometimes confounded 


with "hemorrhage when the bleeding: 
begins while the peison is asleep 
and some of the blood is swallowed. 
In such a case it is quite natural f 01 
the blood to be vomited the next 
morning. The occurrence is likely 
to lead to unreasonable alarm, espec- 
ially if the victim is a nervous or 
easily frightened person. 
No matter what is the cause of 
the epistaxis, the first consideration 
mu,st be to control it. 
In most casea the bleeding stops 


of its own accord. If, however, it 
persists, there are simple measures 
that can nearly always oe eaiplojed 
successfully. 
Applications of cold water or of 


ice to the nose and back of the neck 
will check the bleeding in the ma- 
jority of instances. If they do not, 
a very small amount of puHer'zec 
alum or tannic acid may be snuffec 
up the nose. 
Rest is essential. 
The victim 


should lie down or sit in a comfort 
able chair with the head thrown 
back. 
In rare cases it is necessary to 
have the nose plugged in order to 
stop the bleeding. Your doctor will 
do this for you, if it is advisable. 


Recurrent attacks of omstaxis are 
sometimes due to an ulcer m the 
nasal septum. "When this condition 
exists it may be necessary to have 
the ulcerated spot touched with a 
caustic or the live cautery. 
This 
can, of course, only be done by the 
doctor. 
In any case of recurrent or violent 
bleeding from the noso do not delay 
to consult your doctor. He may sa\ e 
you much annoyance, valuable time 
and even suffering.

One of the most popular plans of 


abolishing war is to estaolish a 
United States .of Europe according 
to Esther Everett Lape, manager ot 
the American 
peace award,- who 


classifies and 'discusses in the Cen- 
tury the 22,165 proffered peace plans 
and their authors. 


One of the most numerous groups, 


both among the abler and the less 
weighty plans, is the group that sets 
up a super-state. 
These plans are 


almost always worked out with the 
most minute detail as to the me- 
chanism, but are very vague indeed 
as to the method of getting it 
started. 
They are likely to be spe- 


cific in the wrong places. They reel 
out article after article and section 
after section" in language carefully 
adopted from the constitution of the 
United States, with effective inter- 
position ofaphrases from the Declara- 
tion of Independence. 
One suspects 


that the same average American who 
cries most loudly for home rule in 
his legislature 
lightly 
creates a 


super-state when 
he takes pen in 


hand to theorize upon international 
affairs. 


A number of the creators of these 


superstates are perfectly frank in 
stating that what 
has worked so 


well for the 
United States should 


work for all the world, and should 
therefore be applied to it. Some au- 
thors state frankly that since Eu- 
rope is the author of most wars, 
what is obviously needed is a United 
States of Europe; whereupon they 
turn to the constitution of the United 
States and, with a few changes of 
name only, propose one for Europe. 
A number of the plans rest upon the 
general theory that any plan for, 
peace to be 
successful 
must be 


started here or must be in accord- j 
ance with our principles. A few go 
so far as to propose that our s_u- 
preme court or some agency created 
by us should really be an adjust- 
ment tribunal of all the world. One 
curiously recurrent proposal, based 
also upon a vast complacence in 
American traditions, recommends a 


Monroe Doctrine 
of the World," 


whatever that may mean.

er local taxes, is based on assessed 
valuations of property under an out- 
grown general property tax law. The 
two systems do not dovetail. 


Thus the friends of education and 


of childhood are bound to reach the 
conclusion that the taxation and rev- 
enue system of Illinois needs thoro- 
going revision. The general proper- 
ty tax is clearly confiscatory of in- 
come from savings and investments, 
and is unenforceable. 
It leads 
to 


general evasion and flagrant inequal- 
ities. It fails to yield adequate rev- 
enue because many succeed in escap- 
ing their legal obligations, and oth- 
ers, burdened with excessive rates 
which they resent as unfair, 
object 


to the assessments contemplated by 
the letter of the law. 


While all taxing bodies should live 


within their incomes, those incomes 
should be sufficient to cover legiti- 
mate requirements under a policy of 
sound economy 
and genuine 
effi- 


ciency. A just and general income 
tax of small percentages in lieu of 
the tax on personal property, tangi- 
ble and intangible, would permanent- 
ly solve the state's revenue 
prob- 


lems. This is well established 
By 


scientific investigation of disinter- 
ested authorities on taxation.

It is based on the idea that 
labor's collective money power, in- 
stead of the strike, is the instrument 
thru which the workers will win ad- 
vancement in the future. 


The labor banking movement has 


been called the most significant de- 
velopment in the field of labor since 
the formation of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor. 
In building up 


their resources the labor 
banks 


have sought to conserve trade union 
funds in their care by throwing their 
influence against all unnecessary 
strikes. The limiting factor at pres- 
ent is not a lack of resources among 
the workers for investment, but the 
scarcity 
of men, trusted by labor, 


who are capable of directing large 
investment undertakings. The "two- 
fisted, fighting leaders" of labor are 
not qualified for the task. 
Banks 


and investment companies cannot be 
successfully managed by the walk- 
ing delegate type of man. The new 
labor financiers are the men to 
whom the fighting 
leaders 
must 


largely surrender their power when 
the strategy of the counting room 
and the directors* meeting is substi- 
tuted for the strategy of the picket 
line.
